And it is interesting to note th at a number of these men who were 
loudest in their protest against being obliged to pay more for light than 
for rent, have accepted the big saving which competition has 
brought 
about but instead of supporting the new company which they feared would 
“combine,” have signed up long term contracts with the old Light Trust 
because of a probably imaginary saving of somewhere between 15c and 
$15.00 a year provided for them by the Light T rust which now proposes 
to make them pay back in heat and gas whatever it loses in the reduction 


of electric current as the result of competion. 
So far as these gentlemen are concerned, we wish that the two com­ 
panies might combine, and that these public spirited gentlemen 
might 
pay whatever electric current could be made to cost under the conditions 
to remedy which they were so recently so eager and to maintain which 
they would not sacrifice an imaginary sum of somewhere between 15 
cents and $15 00 a year.
